New Jersey and New York today 
joined the strikers of marine equip- 
ment of the railroads.

meal and wheat straw did not pay, 
The addition of corn tovtne ration of 
velvet beans and corn silage was 
profitable.

The lot receiving corn silage and 


soaked velvet beans with a small quan- 
tity of cottonseed meal as an appe- 
tizer produced the most economical 
gains and showed the greatest profit. 
even though the daily gains and the 
selling price of the cattle were lower 
than those of any of the other lots.
